ing powers fall be engaged in a war againft any o- 
ther ftare, the yeflels of war, or armed fthips, thall 
have the right to vifit the merchant thips belonging 
to the fubjects of the other high contracting power, 
which they may find navigating without conyoy, on 
the coafts, or on the open fea. Bat at the fame 
time, it is exyrefsly forbid for thefe latter to throw 
away into the fea any paper, iq fuch cafe. It is not 
lefs itri€tly ordered to the faid veffels of war, or 


.armed fhips, not“to approach the faid fhips nearer 
than half cannon thor; and the better to prevent all 


violence and diforder, the hiyh contraéting parties 
provide, that nomore shan two or three men fhall 
be fent in the boats on board the fhips to examine 
the paffports, &c. which prove the property and !a- 
ding of the faid merchant thips. And the better to 
prevent all accidents, the high contracting parties 
have thought proper reciprocally to draw out a form 
out of the faid documents a | palfports. But io 
cafe the merchant fhips are efcorted by one or more 
thips of war, the fimple declaration of the com- 
manding officer of the efcort, that the faid fhips have 
not any contraband of war on board, fhall faffice to 
prevent them from being vifired. 

XXXII. If it thall appear by infpedion, or 
by the verbal word of the officer, they have no con- 
traband goods, they are to be allowed to proceed. But 
if they are molefted and damaged, not having any 
fuch, the officers of the thips of war and armed fhips 
ate to make good all the damage out of their per- 
fonal effe&s ; and there fhall be a fatisfactory repa- 
ration made for the infule done to the flag. 

XXXILI. In cafe any fuch merchant fhip have 
of board contraband iTS 
to break open her hatchways, nor to open any chelt 
or package, nor derange any thing of the faid lading. 
The patron of the faid thip may himfelf, if he thinks 
proper, deliver immediately the contraband goods to 
his captor, which muft content hjm to abandon vo- 
Jantarily, without detaining the thip amy. longer. 
Bur if he refufes to deliver up the contraband goods, 
the captor is ta have the right to bring him into 
port, where he is to proceed againft him before the 
Jadges of the Admiralty, according to the laws and 
forms in futch cafes 5 and after a definitive fentence, 
the faid merchandize, known to be contraband of 
war, is to be confifcated, and all the other-effects, 
not mentioned in the 2gth article, are to be faith- 
fully reftored, without retaining any thing under pre- 
text of expences and amends. he patron of fuch 
fhip, or his reprefentative, fhall not be obliged to 
weit the end of fucth proceeding, but he may put to 
fea freely, with his veffel, all his equipage, and the 
reft of his cargo, as foon as he has delivered freely 
the contraband which he had on board. 

XXXIV. In cafe of one of the contracting par- 
ties being at war again{ft another ftare, the fubjects of 
the enemies who are found in the fervice of the con- 
tradting party that remains neuter in. fuch war, or 
thofe who are naturalized, or thofe who. have ac- 
quired the right of citizens im the ftate, during the 
war, are to be confidered by the other belligerent 
power, and treated on the fame footing, as the fub- 
jects of the neuttal power, withoyt the lealt differ- 
ence between the one and the other. 

XXXV. If the thips of the fubjects of the high 
contracting parties are wrecked, ur drove on fhore, 
on the coalts of the refpédtive ftates, they mult be 
eager to give alf the fuccotrs and afliftance ppflible, 
as well to the fhip and effeéts, as to the perfons who 
compofe the equipage. To effect this, it is advife- 
able to give advice, as fpeedily as poflible, to the
